ONE HUNDRED PERISH. 


Passenger Train Goes Over 


Bridge Across Swollen 


Colorado Stream. 


THREE COACHES .SWEPT AWAY 


Only Three Occupant* Live to Tel! 


Tale of Their Experience—Pullman 
Cars Stop on Brink of Abyss—Sev- 
enty-Six Bodies Recovered. 


i Pueblo, Col., Aug. 9.—The wreck of 
Sh» -world's lair flyer, on the Denver 
and Rio Grande railroad, near Eden, 
'•even miles north of Pueblo, proves 
to have been one of the greatest 
railroad disasters in the history of 
the country. ' Two crowded passen- 
gers cars and a baggage car were bn- 
sulfed in the torrent that tore out a 
trestte spanning Steelc'a hollow, other- 
•wise known as Dry cr&ek, and as far 
as Itnown only three o£ the occupants 
of these cars escaped death. 
Two 


sleeping cars and a diner remained 
on the tracks at the edge of the abyss 
and none of their occupants were 
killed or Injured. 


How many perished probably neve- 


•will be definitely ascertained, tor the 


' treacherous sands are drifting over 
..tHe bodies. 
Searching for the dead 


is in progress. All corpses found were 
fbrought to Pueblo and placed In four 
morgues here. At S o'clock last night 
^76 bodies had been recovered, and of 
*hese 50 had been tndentlfted. Bur- 
Ing the day bodies were recovered all 
the way along Fountain riv er, from 
the scene of the wreck to this city. 
'Two bodies 
were taken 
from the 


•tream nt First street, Pueblo, more 
than eight miles from the point where 
the disaster occurred, and It Is pro- 
fbable that some may evira be recover- 
ed further down the stream. 


Engineer Feared Accident. 


•; On the outlook for danger, warned 
|by the squally clouds and heavy rains 
-to the north, Engineer Charles Hlnd- 
ozifln was running cautiously, about 
15 miles an hour, as he approached 
the arroyo, which was spanned by a 
'bridge 3G feet In length. 
The condi- 


tion of tbe bridge was not known un- 
til the locomotive, one of the monster 
passenger type, had nearly crossed. 
Fireman May field, with a torch that 
the engineer and the fireman had 
burning to ascertain the condition of 
the track, was in the gangway. "When 
Engineer HLadman felt the tremor In 
the great machine and caught a glim- 
mer on the water he shouted his last 
..-words: 


"Put 
out that torch," evidently 


thinking that In the accident ho felt 
certain iras coming, the flames would 
eerve to spread fire. But beyond May- 
field could obey, while tho words were 
fitill OR the lips of the doomed man, 
and hla hand seeking the mechanism 
controlling the air, the bridge gave 
•way as though it had been a stack of 
kindling wood 
and the locomotive 


dropped 30 feet to the bottom of the 
arroyo. 


The baggage car, smoking car, and 


chair car followed 
the locomotive 


Into the stream and were swept away. 
All the occupants of these cars ex- 
cept three men perished, and had not 
•the roof of tbe chair car burst asun- 
der, none would have escaped. The 
fireman, as the locomotive went over, 
was thrown, out and managing to 
yrasp a pieco of wreckage from the 
bridge floated to the bank. 
He ran 


toward Eden, meeting on the way 
operator P. M. Jones and his wife, 
•who already had started up the track 


Victims Died Quickly. 


"Notify Pueblo," came the voice ol 


the rup-lDff man, "the train's 
down and everybody is killed." 


Even as he spoke, relates the oper 


ator, there were cries coming from 
the distance. The two men ran to 
where the bridge had been to search 


- tor victims of the disaster. 
"When 


they reached the spot all cries hac 
ceased. 


Relief trains with physicians, wreck 


and pile driving outfits and scores of 
workmen were hurried from the city 
The first train from the. wreck came 
In shortly after midnight, with .T. TM 
Klllln. of Pueblo; H. S. Gilbert. Ton> 


' Fisher and Fireman Mayfield. Those 


were four men In the midst of the 
wreck who escaped. 


"vi'hen dawn came the wonder srov 


that four had been 
permitted 
to 


emerge froiVi the raging torrent with 
breath still In their bodies. The end 
nf tho Pullman car "Wyuta extended 
four feet over the brink, while broken 
timbers and twisted rails hung still 
further over. 
The arroyo h*id been 


" widened for more than a hundred feet 


at the point where the bridge had 
been. The water tore a zigzag course 
across the prairie to a depth of. 30 
feet In several places. 
There was 


little left of the baggage car, a few 
rods, a truck or so, dimly seen in the 
muddy "water, and a half burled Iron 
safe. The great locomotive, the boiler 
Tree of the trucks, the cab and tank 
gone, lies where It fell. 


Debris Along the Stream. 


A quarter of a mile to tho east, 


where this gorge of death debouched 
Into the Fountain, lay the chair car, 
windows 
gone, three-fourths, filled 


with mud and sand. A hundred feet 
. farther on was the smoker, bottom up 
•gainst a sandbar. 
A hundred and 


fifty feet farther on, in the bed ofHhe 
river, was tho tender of the engine, 
•nd from that point on for four or 
five miles vestiges of the coaches, the 
•ngine and tender stuck up from the 
bed of the stream or lay along the 
shore or In the islands. 


Bits of clothing", coats, skirts and 


women's hats were 
found 
in the 


brush along the shore, 
Masses of 


earth had caved In from the hi?rh

searchers passed these with fear that 
bodies were buried under them which 
they were helpless to reach.

GREAT DIVERSITY OF OPINIONS. 


Some Pastors Praise Fearless .Inde- 


pendence of the 
Movement—The 


Bishop's Participation In Dedicating 
Model Saloon Unnecessary. 


By bis recent participation in the pub- 


lic dedication of the Subway tavero, a 
model saloon at Mulberry and Bleecker 
streets, in New York, tlie announced 
object of •which is to lessen tlie evils of 
intemperance, Bishop Henry C. Totter 
of New York has provoked a veritable 
tempest' of protests, denunciations and 
criticism from clergymen and pronibi- 
tionlsts in all parts of the country, says 
the New York Herald. 


Bishop Potter is a trustee of the 


Church Temperance 
society 


York. Robert Graham, a leading tem- 
perance worker and founder of the so- 
ciety, who visited the Subway tavern, 
said that, In his opinion, Bishop Pottei 
had laid himself open to severe criti- 
cism In helping to add another to New- 
York's already large number of saloons 


Many clergymen also objected to 


Bishop Potter's statement that the ef- 
fort to abolish the saloon was "one ol 
the most comic and tragic failures of 


" history." Scores of letters and tele- 
grams reached the bishop from men 
and -women eminent in the temperance 
cause, pleading with him to reconslilei 
his course in helping to advertise', a 
•aloon and soda water fount from 
(which beer was sold. 


At the Subway tavern however, th 


denunciations of clergymen and temper 
ance advocates had the effect of caus 
•inj; a golden harvest to fill the casl 
registers. Thirsty and curious throng 
(began to fill the place during the ear!} 
morning hours, and the rush continue< 
•until the tavern doors were closed fo 
ithe night .Taking advantage of th 
'fact that his establishment for the tim 
tbelng occupied m. prominent place in tlie 
(public eye, the manager of the tavern 
(placed a big blackboard beside the 
'front entrance on which the following 
•legend was scrawled in chalk: 


"Yes, this is the saloon dedicated by 


Bishop Potter. You are welcome." 


Joseph Johnson, the tavern manager, 


expressed his satisfaction over the way 
business was booming. "I'll tell you 
one thing," said Johnson, "I have been 
here since the opening, and not a sin- 
gle intoxicated person lias entered the 
'doors." 


In fliscuBsing his visit to the tavern 


and Bishop Potter's attitude regarding 
the novel institution Mr. Robert Gra- 
•ham, founder and manager of the 
Church Temperance society, said: "I 
do not think that the bishop by lending 
his presence to the dedication of the 
tavern meant'to antagonize the tem- 
perance movements He is, It Is true, a 
trustee of the Church Temperance so- 
ciety, but only nominally so. for he 
never attends our meetings. 
j 


"But he has made himself liable 'to I 


severe criticism by making an addre-a I 
at the opening of the saloon. It will be 
said by many persons that Bishop Pot- ' 
ter could have occupied himself with j 
better employment. As it is thgre are | porsona| 
far too itjany saloons in New York city. 
and it seems rather unnecessary, to suy 
the least, for the bishop to aid In add- 
ing anothur to the list. 


"The unwise feature of the saloon, in 


my opinion, however, is the soda foun- 
tain where beer Is sold. A place where 
women may enter and eeat themselves 
to drink soda, beer or stronger drinks Is 
not likely to aid in lessening tUe eviK 
of intemperance. There can be no two 
opinions about the danger of a place of 
tliiy Hort winch is sanctioned by high 
church authorities leading young men 
Into temptation. Personally I think it 
Is a great mistake for them to sell j 
whisky. Those who are working for i 
the public gjort should not be liquor sa- 
loon keepers.

ReformecVEpibCopal church lit Chicago 
lauds the action of Bishop Henry C. 
Potter. Bishop Fallows himself con- 
tacted a similar experiment iu Ctiiongo.

n the country who are endeavoring to 
deal in a practical manner with the 
saloon evil. His sympathies are with
